Mr. Barle and a subcommittee of the 
general committee in charge of the 
#ympathetic strike were also present.

APPEAL 10 WASHINGTON 
BY RAILROAD MANAGERS 


They Say They Wil! Ask Fed- 
eral Authorities to Interfere 
to Prevent Firemen From 
Quitting----Strike Involves 
Practically Every Road West, 
Northwest and Southwest of 
Chicago. 


Chicago, March 14.—At midnight W. 
S. Carter, president of the Brotherhood 
of Locomotive Firemen and Enginemen, 
announced that a strike of 25,000 fire- 
men on practically all the western 
railroads had been called. 

Mr. Carter said the decision to strike 
had been reached at a meting of fortyv- 
three members of the western feder- 
ated board of the brotherhood, each 
member representing a western road. 

The exact hour at which the men 
are to walk out, he said, would be de- 
cedide upon tomorrow, and every mem- 
ber of the union between Chicago and 
the Pacific coast be then in- 
formed by telegraph when to quit. 

The railroads issued a statement de- 
claring that to prevent a strike, they 
would, if necessary, appeal to the au- 
thorities at Washington. 

Labor Leader Talks. 

“The strike has been  called—that 
much is certain,” said Mr. Carter. “It 
means that not only 25,000 flremen, 
members of our union, will go out, but 
perhaps that many more employees 
will be thrown out in consequence. We 
gave our ultimatum to the railroads 
that the men had voted to strik.e and 
we were prepared to call one unless 
we were granted arbitration of all 
questions in dispute. The railroads re- 
fused to arbitrate anything but the 
wage question 

“At midnight tonight we decided it 
was useless to further parley with the 
ratiroad managers. We adonted a reso- 
lution calling a strike. Owing to the 
lateness of the hour, and in order hat 
the men would not go out in confuston 
and not knowing the true state of af- 
fairs. we agreed to wait until tomor- 
row before telegraphing the order.” 

“Will the men quit work torhorrow?” 
Mr. Carter was asked.

> PLACE 


IN EDUCATION OF CHILDREN 


Professor 5. A. Minear. of the State 
College of Agriculture, who was in 
the city yesterday. said regarding pub- 
lic school systeme: 

“The elty schools should employ a 
plan that ‘twould bring them into 
closer relation with the rural schools, 
The most feasible scheme would be, 
first, to encourage a correspondence 
course between city and rural pupils 
pertaining to life, and, second, to en- 
courage the city pupils to send maga- 
zines, manufactured products, etc., to 
rural schools, who should send farm 
and rural school specimens in ex- 
ehange. 

“The time has come when we must 
give more attention fo the establish- 
ment of an equilibrium between physi- 
cal and mental function, broadening 
syrnpathies, and bringing the boys in 
eloaser touch with nature. 

“Ninety-five per cent of the people 
must work with their hands as well as 
with brain. We must depend upon 
the soil for our wealth. The total 
population fifty years from today will 
likely be 326.000,000. while one hun- 
fred years off it will be 1.280,000,000, 


.... 


which, if compared with 85,000.000 
of today, points out the necessity for 
us. to begin educating our children 
toward the rural district. The most 
feasible scheme through which such 
may be accomplished is the school 
gerden system It has been thorough- 
ly tested in several states and has 
passed the experimental stage. Every 
city school in the south should have a 
garden in connection. The problems 
can practically all be solved. The work 
may not be made compulsorv,. pupils 
will take hold enthusiastically. 

“One or two hours per week may 
be set aside for gardening, and while 
the boys are doing this werk the girls 
can be taught sewing. 

“The gardens should be self-sustain- 
ing. and there will be no expense 
other than the supervisor's salary.” 

In addition to these facts, Professor 
Minear goes further and Says the 
school garden will revolutionize the 
public school svstem of plays. lle 
stated that during his experience with 
one thousand city school boys in the 
garden each vear from 1905 to 1908, 
inclusive, many boys were found work- 
ing with their gardens during recesses.

The action of the committee was in 
accordance with a recommendation of 
the mayor in his annual address bast 
January.

valuable. It has been the practice in 
council for the representatives of a 
ward to nominate the member of a 
board, - and this nomination was never 
opposed by other members of council.

Washington, March 14.—Justice 
Wright today dismissed the action 
brought by the Valley Paper Company, 
of Holvoke, Massg., against the joint 
printing committee of congress on the 
grounds that the plaintiff's bid was 
illewal in form, and did not comply 
with the regulations set forth by the 
committee. 

Attorneys for the paper 
asked permission to appeal. 

The paper company sought to man- 
damus the committee to consider its 
rejected bid to furnish paper for the 
public printing. Justice Wright is- 
sued a show-cause order, and only the 
members of the lower house on the 
committee obeyed it and appeared in 
court. Senators Bourne, Fletcher and 
Smoot, on the instruction of the sen- 
ate, ignored the justice’s order on the 
ground that they were clothed with 
constitutional immunities.

REINFORCED CONCRETE 
IN SCHOOL BUILDINGS 


Van Harlingen Says It Is of 
Vital Interest to 
Parents. 


J. M. Van Harlingen urges the im- 
portance of the use of reinforced con- 
crete in building fireproof § school- 
houses. He says in a letter to The 
Constitution: 

Editor Constitution. 
surprised that there has not 
very interesting discussion brought 
out by your publication recently of 
the letter from Mr. George C. Walters 
on the subject of reinforced concrete 
school buildings. 

It is a subject which should be of 
vital interest to every parent who has 
a child in our public schools, and 
should also be of equal importance to 
every taxpayer. In voting for the re- 
cent bond issue, we placed upon the 
future part of the burden of paving 
for them, and we should therefore sive 
this future generation some consider- 
ation at this time, and provide some 
value for their money. 

These concrete buildings are be'ng 
erected all over our country and if 
properly designed and built. will never 
need repairs or replacement. and, in 
addition to providing substantial, per- 
manent buildings, we also provide those 
which are absolutely fireproof, and 
practically vermin and germproof, and 
in which the teachers and scholars 
would have no possible fear of a repe- 
tition of the “Collingwood disaster.” 

We have many notable illustrations, 
of this type of building in our city, 
in office buildings, warehouses, bach- 
elor apartments, garages. and, on
